The provisions coninined in, the Chapter XII of the 
Byelaws of the. Exchange arc amended to the extent 
given hereunder :— 

1 The following Byelaws is inserted as Byelaw (1A) 
after Byelaw I in Chapter XII : 

QUOTE 

(1A) Without prejudice to the foregoing, if a 
Trading Member is eithei expelled or declared a 
defaulter by any other recognised Stock Exchange 
on which he is a member or if the registration certi¬ 
ficate is cancelled by SEBI, the said Trading Member 
shall be expelled from the Exchange. 

UNQUOTE 

2. The existing Byelaw 11 isreolacedbythe following 
new Byelaw 11 in Chapter XII : 

QUOTE 

11. Vesting of assets in the Exchange 
The Defaulters’ Committee shall call in and 
realise the security deposits in any form, margin 
money, other amounts lying to the credit of and 


securities deposited by the defaulter and recover all 
moneys, securities and other assets due, payable 
or deliverable to the defaulter by any other Trading 
Member in respect of any transaction or dealing 
made subject to the Bye-laws, Rules and Regulations 
of the Exchange and such assets shall vest ipso facto, 
on declaration of any trading member as a defaulter, 
in the Exchagne for the benefit of and on account of 
any dues of the Exchange, National Securities Clea¬ 
ring Corporation Limited, Securities and Exchange 
Board of India, other trading members. Constituents 
and registered sub-bi okers of the defaulter, approved 
banks and any other persons as may be approved by 
the Defaulters’Committee and other recognised stock 
exchanges. 

UNQUOTE 

3. The existing Byelaw 23 is replaced by the follow¬ 
ing new Byelaw 23 in Chapter XII : 

QUOTE 

23. A^pl’cation of Assets : 

The defaulters’ Committee shall apply the net 
assets (after setting aside 25% of the total proceeds 
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recovered from the defaulter for a period of three 
years from the date of declaration of the Trading 
Member as a defaulter, to meet any future liability 
arising on account of bad delivery of shares introduced 
by the defaulter) remaining in its hands after defray¬ 
ing all such costs charges and expenses as are allowed 
under the Rules, Bye-laws and Regulations to be 
incurred by the Exchange, in satisfying the claims 
in the order of priority provided hereunder :— 

(a) Dues to the Exchange, National Securities 
Clearing Corporation Limited, Securities and Ex¬ 
change Board of India. 

The payment of such subscriptions, debts, fines, 
fees, charges and other moneys due to the Exchange, 
National Securities Clearing Corporation Limited, 
Securities and Exchange Board of India, in the order 
in which their names appear herein ; 

(b) Dues to other Trading Members and to Con¬ 
stituents and registered sub-brokers of the defaulter. 

The payments as may be admitted by the Defaul¬ 
ters’ Committee, as being due to other Trading 
Members and Constituents and registered sub-bro¬ 
kers of the defaulter for debts, liabilities, obligations 
and claims arising out of any contracts made by the 
defaulter subject to the Rules, Bye-laws and Regu¬ 
lations of the Exchange, provided that if the amount 
is insufficient them the amounts shall be distributed 
pro rata amongst other Trading Members, all the 
Constituents and registered sub-brokers of the 
defaulter. The other Trading members shall in 
turn share the amounts so received with their Consti¬ 
tuents on pro rata basis., 

(c) Dues to the Approved Banks and claims of 
any other persons as approved by the Defaulters 
Committee. 

After making payments under (b) above, the 
amounts remaining, if any, shall be utilised to meet 
the claims of the approved banks and of any other 
person as may be admitted by the Defaulter’s Com¬ 
mittee. The claims of the approved banks should 
have arisen by virtue of the Exchange or National 
Securities Clearing Corporation Limited invoking 
any bank guarantee issued by the bank concerned 
to the Exchange or National Securities Clearing 
Corporation Limited as the case may be on behalf 
of the defaulter to fulfil his obligation of submitting 
bank guarantee, guaranteeing discharge of obligations 
under the Byelaws, Rules and Regulations of NSEIL/ 
NSCCL. The claims of other persons should have 
arisen out of or incidental to the transaction done 
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on the Exchange or requirements laid down by the 
Exchange, provided that if the amount available be 
insufficient to pay all such claims in full, they shall 
be paid prorata, and 

(d) Dues to any other recognised stock exchange: 
After meeting the claims under (c) above, the 
remaining amounts, if any, shall be disbursed to any 
other recognised Stock Exchange for the purpose 
of meeting the obligations of the defaulter as a mem¬ 
ber of that Exchage. If the defaulter is a member 
of more than one recognised Stock Exchange, then 
the remaining amounts shall be distributed amongst 
all such recognised stock exchange and if the remain¬ 
ing amount is insufficient to meet the claims of all 
such stock exchanges, then the remaining amount 
shall be distributed pro rata among all such stock ex¬ 
changes. 

(e) Surplus 

The surplus amounts, if any, remaining al ter 1 mee¬ 
ting all the above claims, shall be transferred to the 
Investor’s Protection Fund established by the Ex-’ 
change. 

UNQUOTE 

"4. The existing Byelaw 28 is replaced by the follo¬ 
wing new Byelaw 28 in Chapter XII : 

QUOTE 

Proceedings in the name of or against the de¬ 
faulter 

28. The Defaulters’ Comnvtlee shall be empow¬ 
ered to (a) initiate any proceedings in a court of law 
either in the name of the Exchange or in the name of 
the defaulter against any person for the purpose 
of recovering any amounts due to the defaulter (b)- 
to initiate any proceedings in a court of law either 
in the name of the Exchange or in the name of the 
creditors (who have become creditors of the defaul¬ 
ter as a result of transactions executed subject to 
Bye laws. Rules and Regulations of the Exchange) 
of the defaulter against the defaulter for the purpose 
of recovering any amounts due from the defaulter. 
The defaulter as well as the creditors of the defaulter 
shall be deemed to have appointed the Exchange 
as their constituted attorney for the purpose of 
taking such proceedings.
